1 . A BASIC FUNCTION OF THE UNHCR IS TO PROVIDE PROTECTION 
AGAINST EORCIBLE REPATRIATION OF A PERSON TO A COUNTRY 
WHERE HE WOULD LIKELY SUFFER PERSECUTION. IN ADDITION, 

THE UNHCR WOULD THEN ASSUME RESPONSIBILITY FOR PROVIDING 
CARE AND MAINTENANCE TO THE REFUGEE IN THE COUNTRY OF 
SAFEHAVEN AND TO ASSIST IN THE RESETTLEMENT OE SUCH A 
REEUGEE IN ANOTHER THIRD COUNTRY, IF APPROPRIATE. DEPART-

SUBJECTS' HAVE A RELATIVE RESIDING IN UK, WE BELIEVE IT 
WOULO BE MORE APPROPRIATE FOR THEM TO SEEK ASSISTANCE 
FROM UK AUTHORITIES RATHER THAN USG. WE DO NOT FEEL THAT 
THE CIRCUMSTANCES SURROUNDING THESE CASES WARRANT PAROLE 
CONSIDERATION OR THAT OUR RESPONSE SHOULD BE DIFFERENT 
THAN THAT INVOLVING REQUESTS FOR ADMISSION INTO U.S. MADE 
BY OTHER ETHIOPIAN NATIONALS(CONDITIONAL ENTRY). 
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2. WE HAVE SOME CONCERN ABOUT THE EMBASSY BEING IN 
COMPLICITY WITH AN EEFORT TO WITHHOLD EROM THE GOK INFOR- 
MATION ABOUT ALIENS IN THEIR COUNTRY. ACCORDINGLY, UN- 
LESS YOU HAVE STRONG REASONS TO BELIEVE THAT THE GOK 
WOULD TAKE ACTION PREJUDICIAL TO THE WELEARE AND SAEETY 
OE THE CHILDREN, WE SUGGEST YOU INEORM THEIR SPONSORS TO 
APPROACH THE GOK AND UNHCR. MOREOVER, SINCE THEY WOULD 
NOT BE ABLE TO LEAVE KENYA EOR THE UK, CONDITIONAL ENTRY 
PROCESSING, RESETTLEMENT IN ANOTHER COUNTRY, OR EVEN

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IS GRANTED, RESTS WITH GOK AND UNHCR. IN ADDITION, SINCE 
SUBJECTS' HAVE A RELATIVE RESIDING IN UK, WE BELIEVE IT 
WOULD BE MORE APPROPRIATE POR THEM TO SEEK ASSISTANCE 
PROM UK AUTHORITIES RATHER THAN USG. WE DO NOT FEEL THAT 
THE CIRCUMSTANCES SURROUNDING THESE CASES WARRANT PAROLE 
CONSIDERATION OR THAT OUR RESPONSE SHOULD BE DIPPERENT 
THAN THAT INVOLVING REQUESTS POR ADMISSION INTO U.S. MADE

2. WE HAVE SOME CONCERN ABOUT THE EMBASSY BEING IN 
COMPLICITY WITH AN EPFORT TO WITHHOLD PROM THE GOK INFOR- 
MATION ABOUT ALIENS IN THEIR COUNTRY. ACCORDINGLY, UN- 
LESS YOU HAVE STRONG REASONS TO BELIEVE THAT THE GOK 
WOULD TAKE ACTION PREJUDICIAL TO THE WELPARE AND SAPETY 
OP THE CHILDREN, WE SUGGEST YOU INPORM THEIR SPONSORS TO 
APPROACH THE GOK AND UNHCR. MOREOVER, SINCE THEY WOULD 
NOT BE ABLE TO LEAVE KENYA POR THE UK, CONDITIONAL ENTRY 
PROCESSING, RESETTLEMENT IN ANOTHER COUNTRY, OR EVEN 
RECEIVE CARE AND MAINTENANCE ASSISTANCE AND PROTECTION
